the execution of the mutinous sailors 


'"ho men walked out of all the big 


mills and factories and the employes 
ot the Baltic, and Warsaw railroads, 
the printers and other classes ot labor- 
ers struck, but the shops in the center 
of the city were not closed. Troops 
took charge ot the electric light sta- 
tions, which were operated by sailors, 
so that the city was not placed in 
darkness. 


No dispatches have arrived from the 


interior, however, to show that the 
workmen in other cities ave respond- 
ent to the demand for co-operation, 
'and dissension has broken out among 
the leaders, some oC whom believe the 
strike to be hasty and .ili-advised, and 
say that if it does not succeed the re- 
suit will be loss.of prestige. ,At meet- 
ings Wednesday night this faction 
urged the leaders to announce that 
the strike was only intended as a 
demonstration, but the radicals, whose 
aim is to keep up the revolutionary 
agitation at all hazards, refused to 
listen to such counsels.

CAUSE FOR THE UPRISING 


Troubles At Lienchow ,Arose Over A Standing

death of the live American Presbyterian 
missionaries recently at Lieuchow, in 
Cbina. according to the report made 
Wednesday to Secretary Root by Sir 
Chentung Liang Cheng, the Chinese 
minister here. 


The report which Minister Liang 


handed Secretary Root is as follows: 


"Canton, Nov. 12.—Chinese Minister 


Liang, Washington, D. C.: On the 
first of the tenth moon (Oct. 2S), at 
Lienchow, the village p'eople, in a riot 
occasioned by the celebration of a 
local festival, burned a. hospital con- 
nected, with the American missionary 
establishment there, and killed five 
persons, male and female. The bodies 
have been recovered and duly placed 
in coffins. Dr. Machle and Miss Patter- 
son are safe. Soldiers have been dis- 
patched with all speed to the affected 
district with strict orders to arrest the 
murderers without delay.

Orange Judd Farmer, recently .. de- 
livered an address on "Privilege Cor- 
ruption and Graft," before the nation- 
al convention of the Citizens' Industri- 
al Association at St. 
Louis.

discussing some of the economic ques- 
tions of the day he had this to say 
about monopolies, of both capital and 
labor: 


Liberty means law, license means 


anarchy; Liberty involves control of 
self and recognition of others' rights; 
anarchy means each individual a law 
unto himself. 


"Am I not at liberty to run my own 


business in my own way?" cries the 
employer, when first confronted by 
some unreasonable labor demand. The 
law answers: "No,-you must comply 
with certain legislation 
enacted by 


the elected of all the people, to safe- 
guard the health and welfare of those 
who assist in producing your goods, 
with due regard also for those who 
consume them.' Your employes must 
not be children of tender years, nor 
exposed to risk of life or limb. Sub- 
ject to such reasonable regulations 
for mutual welfare, you may conduct 
your business in your own way." 


"Can't we form a trust, 
shut out 


competition, jack tip prices and have 
all the' great profits of this industry 
to .ourselves?" cry the capitalists in 
a certain line of business. The law 
answers-:

Defiance of Law. 


But the employer and the capital 


trust do not always obey the law. Too | 
often they break the law or evade it, 
to their great profit, to the detriment 
of their competitors and robbery of 
the public. 


Emboldened by these examples1 in 


high places, and seeing the perpetra- 
tors of such 
lawlessness living cot 


only unpunished but 
apparently in 


honor and 'assuredly in luxury, the 
labor agitator says to himself: 
"To 


hell with the law. I'm going to work 
the union for all there is in it for 
me, just as the 
big fellers skin the 


trusts, boss political parties, rob state 
and city governments, fleece syndi- 
cates/and milk insurance companies'." 


In all such matters, practice., soon 


makes perfect. But it is easier to im- 
pose upon and- mislead the rank and 
file of labor unions, than it is1 the 
general public, 
shareholders or in- 


surance policy holders. 
Why? 
Be- 


cause though 
all people 
may have 


similar confidence, the unionist is the 
only one who has taken an oathbound 
pledge to obey the dictates of his or- 
ganization. 
Not until long after he 


has taken the pledge is the fact im- 
pressed upon him, ia every possible j 
way, that his loyalty to the 
union 


comes before his duty to the state or 
to his God. Yet such is the oath of 
the typographical union, for instance. 


Now suppose each policy holder ia 


the New York Company for the Mutu- 
al Insurance of the MeCnrdy family 
had taken an oath to obey the orders- 
of that association.

holders thus bound to them, as its 
members are bound to a labor union,

A GIRL 


Probably Fatally Injures Victim's Sis- 


ter Near Grand Rapids,
